lished In 1917, which works through
tho Individual Hnglo keeping him ac-

tive nnd Interested tn scouting. Some
of tho results of this service nro: Ono
Kngle a scoutmnster, ttirec Eagles (iwo
of them members of tho American
Legion) all assistant scoutmasters of
Troop 15, five Kngles, nsslstunt scout-
masters In their respective collego
town, nnd another, au assistant scout-
mnster In tho city In which bo works. '

An extension educational scheme Is
also another bright Idea of tho enter-
prising Kiigles, a plan which looks to
the encourugomont of every Eaglo to
continue to study after graduation,
und In general to enlnrge his vision
and keep his standards high. Certain
annual honors nro awurdell the Eagles
at their Juno meetlug. For Instance,
tho Eagle Fenther Is awarded tho
Eagle who bus done the most worth-
while work In Mternturo during the
year. Tho Englo Heart Is aWlirdcd
hat Eaglo who has done the moat

during thu yenr to aid lu growth and
urogrcss of Troop 10. The While
Kngle Is nwnrded, the Eagle who, out
In tho world, best upholds tho Ideals
of Troop 15 and the Boy Scouts of
America geifbrully for service.

WHAT SCOUTS ARE DOING.

In Kansas City boy scouts annually
participate lu the sanltnry survey of
the city conducted under tho nusplcles
of tho Health department. Over 500
scouts turned out Inst spring for this
service which Included n census of
fire hazards and health menaces
throughout tho entire city. Slmllur
jervlco Is being rendered In ninny
other cities by scouts.

trees nnd distributed Invitations to
foreigners to attend Americanization
classes.

Troop 1 of Florence, Alabama, took
achool census, aided chamber of com-

merce In checking up Federal census,
and Instructed 2,500 people In the use
nnd location of flro alarm boxes.

Scouts of Ilucyrus, Ohio, mndo nn
efllclent collection of outstanding
llbrnry books for tho public llbrnry,
conducted n clenn-u- p In an old ceme-
tery resetting stones nnd nmrkaro,
acted as guides nnd messengers for
over 100 delegates nt the State Young
People's conference.

Hoy Scouts of Riverside, Cal., took
a tree census, reporting not only
number but species nnd locntlon of
each. For. flvo years past they have
guarded and patrolled the trails lead-
ing to tho summit of Huhldoux Morn-
ing, on tho occasion of the Eastor sun-

rise service. .

Early In 1021, when the Federal
bonrd.for vocational education pre-
pared to send representatives to six-
teen centers In tho stnto to examine
disabled veterans, the authorities
wero handicapped by a lack of pub-
licity. Commander Vernon prepared
twenty thousand lnrgc posters and
placed them on every billboard In tho
state. This was supplemented with
Information to every newspnper In re-

gard to where every disabled roan
should report to receive compensation,
vocational training and medical treat-
ment.

When nn unexpected number of
veterans enlisted for vqcatlonal train-
ing. Mr. Vernon appealed to 20,000
business men to place the men In their
establishments. The merchants and
manufacturers responded with a good
will and all tho vocational students
were placed to good advantage.

"Without a. proclamation, an agita-
tion or unloosing a puck of schemes,
It has created n civil prcstlgo to match
Its military 'splendor. Old soldiers of
all nges nnd all Innds are prone to
harp on one string, but the tramp of
tho Legion Is -- In time and tunc with
all the chords of throbbing life. It is
not merely hnudsome clay In uniform;
but sinewed In manhood from Its toes
to Its brains. It has that delightful
mixture of sense nnd spirit, of power
nnd chivalry, of shop and farm, which
tickles tho popular taste. It neither
bleats over Its woes nor boasts of Its
prowess.

"When the mighty military machine
dissolved In our citizenship the frag-
ments coalesced through the sym-
pathetic attraction of a high purpose
for In defending tho Institutions of
America the Legion teamed how to
value them. Thus it possesses a moral
prerogative to trend down lurking dis-

loyalty. We are proud to be tho fath-
ers nnd mothers, cousins nnd aunts of
tho Legion. We shnll sleep sound nt
nights. And when the historian winds
up the task of glory-paintin- g Its bat-
tles wo trust that he will use a golden
drop of Ink Instating that congress
dealt a belnted, but n glad and gener-
ous, bonus."
